To understand this subject,aa it was really un- 
erstood by those friends with whom 1 acted in

Mr Clay's Bill to distribute 
tilt proceeds of the sales ot the Public Lands 
among the States, which passed both Houses ol 
CongiesH about the same time with the Conu 
promise itself, was by us regarded as part and 
parcel ot one great revenue and financial system, 
which we desired to establish for tbe benefit ol 
the whole country 
While temporarily surren- 


dermg the Land Fund to the States, to which it 
rightlully belonged,in the judgement ot the Con- 
gresa of 1833, we prov ded, in the Compromise 
Act, that there should be u day fixed, at which, 
in accordance with a suggestion previously made 
by General Jackson himself, tbe Land Fund 
should forever cease to be legarded as a source 
of tevenue by the General Goveinment. It is 
true, that we should have acted more wisely, ae 
the event proved,by incorporating the provisions 
of a Distribution Bill in the Compromise itself. 
But who£iiuld have supposed, at that o'ay, that 
President Jackson would have vetoed a bill which 
carried out Ins own suggestions ' Nevertheless, 
he defeated that pleat anil salutary measure of 
Distribution, by means which no end can ever 
justify. 
Lie refused to return the bill with his

—unquestionably because he had reason to be-

To show that this opinion is well founded, let 


us suppose that Congress, on the 30th of June, 
184SJ. had resolved to make a tariff strictly in 
pursuance ot tbe compromise. The latter direc- 
ted, that, after that'day, and not until alter that 
day, duties should descend by a rapid reduction, 
not of 10 per cent, but of the last-hali of the 
whole excess above 20 per cent left after the 
dltl of December, 1899, and that reductionv.be 
20 per cent on the home value of the imports, 
unless at that time, the revenue from that rate 
of duty should be inadequate to support the ad- 
ministration ol tbe Goveinment.

and the question remains to be answered—"why 
did the friends of protection to home labor con-

The answer might be a very short one. Under 


the circumstances in which we were then placed, 
it was palpable to tbe minds of those who voted 
lot the compromise,that,unless we accepted that, 
we should have to submit to the speedy destruc- 
tion of the whole manufacturing interest. But 
it is due to the subject, that, m the answer to 
this question,the circumstances to which 1 have 
alluded should be briefly explained At the time 
of the passage of this law, the violent opposition 
of many of our fellow citizens in the South, and 
of not a few elsewhere, to the whole protective 
policy, was unparalleled m the history of this 
country. South Carolina, by her ordinance of 
Nullification.had openly defied the General Gov 
ernment, and resolved that no duties should be 
collected within her limits. It i* easy, at this 
day, after the storm bad passed over to speak 
of her resistance as a thing which could have 
been easily crushed by the exhibition of a little 
firmness. J never doubted.nor do 1 believe that 
Mr Clay or any of his friends ever doubted, that 
the power of this Government was amply suffi- 
cient to enfoice lor the time the collection of 
the duties on imports, in despite ot all the 
threatened hostility of Sooth Carolina, and all 
other enemies ol the protective pqlicy.
